U.S. Atty* Gerald J. Galling- 
Jrouse said today that in the 
wake of the pinball trial of 
District Any. Jim Garrison 
and two others, another grand 
jury probe into possible bribes 
involving protection of pinball 
gambling will continue. 

■Gallinghouse, expressing 
disappointment at ibc jury's 
verdict that acquitted Garri- 
son, ’John Aruns Gallery and 
Robert Kims, said, ‘That’s 
the system and we have no 
complaints. The grand jury 
probe that is looking into oth- 
er aspects of this mailer, 
however, will continue." 

:Jt js the other grand jury 
that has beard already from 
former police SupL Joseph L 
Giarrusso and government un- 
dercover agent Pershing 0. 
Gervais. 

"Gervais appeared before the 
grand jury yesterday. Gsar- 
russo, who was alleged in tes- 
timony by pinball executives 
Lawrence La garde Sr, and 
John Elms Jr. to have re- 
ceived 530.000 in protection 
money from them, earlier ap- 
peared before the federal pan- 
el. . 

1 Ea rfier , G a 1 lin gho use , ob- 
viously disappointed but not 
broken, told newsmen that the 
federal government had bro- 
ken up a multi-million pinball 
gambling industry even 
though it failed to convict 
Garrison, Kims and Gallery-

“We naturally are disap- 
pointed, but we accept the 
jury’s decision with humility. 

After the decision. Garrison 
said he realized there was 
nothing the federal govern- 
ment would not do to convict 
him when he heard tapes he 
said he knew' were altered. He 
labeled the case a frameup. 

Asked about that, Gal ling- 
house loudly replied: “That’s 
ridiculous, ludicrous, and he 
knows it." 

Gallinghouse said he was 
appalled at anyone who would 
attempt to turn the people 
against the U.S. government.. 

"At some other forum and 
some other time," Galling- 
house said he would like to 
join in battle with those “who 
would make blanket state- 
ments against the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 

"But we are not going to 
get down in the gutter with 
Mr, Garrison or anyone else ” 
he said.
